In a Nutshell- Written by

If you are reading this, 
or if it’s being read to you, 
it’s because I have checked 
into a new place with no 
area codes, zip codes, com- 
puter applications, or pass- 
words to remember.

When WWII started, my 
parents, brothers, George 
and Jim, and sister, 
Dorothy moved to Saginaw 
where my father worked as 
an engineer designing air- 
craft propellers at the 
Chevrolet Plant. The new 
urban environment intro- 
duced me to jacks (also 
known as knucklebones), 
hopscotch, softball, and 
Saturday afternoon mati- 
nees. If you don’t know 
what some of these are, 
just” google” them. 

Following a family tradi- 
tion, in 1945, I began at- 
tending high school at 
Wayland Academy in 
Beaver Dam, WI, graduat- 
ing in 1949. 

While attending Central 
Michigan University, I met 
my husband, Pierce Erb, 
and we were married for 68 
years before he passed 
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away in 2019. We raised a 
wonderful daughter, Debo- 
rah, who had the good 
sense to marry Gary 
Green, the best son-in-law 
one could have.

As members of The 
Friends of the Library, 
Cynthia Hermann collabo- 
rated with me to publish 
Walloon Yesterdays, a pic- 
torial history of Walloon 
Lake, with proceeds going 
towards maintaining the 
new library. 

Retirement was another 
wonderful time of my life. 
It afforded me more time 
for two favorite past times, 
downhill skiing and travel- 
ing. Pierce and I camped 
and skied our way through 
the United States together. 
I was later joined by vari- 
ous friends on wonderful 
trips to New Zealand, the 
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fjords of Norway, the Swiss 
Alps, and other European 
destinations. 

With the passing of time 
and children in our lives, I 
joined several Petoskey 
ladies with whom I met 
monthly for pot-luck 
lunches while the kids 
were in school. We re- 
mained a very close-knit 
group for well over 50 
years. There were also sev- 
eral ladies who played an 
important role in my life. 
Katie Littmann, whom I 
have known since I was 
eight, Cynthia Hermann, 
Rosemary Renwick, Penny 
Marshall, Sheryl Goodrich, 
and Rose Thelen are espe- 
cially dear to me. My fam- 
ily and I would also like to 
thank Hospice of Michigan 
and the Comfort Keepers 
for the loving care they 
gave me. 

As you probably know, it 
is always sad to lose some- 
one you love, and I dearly 
miss those who preceded 
me in death, my parents;

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Michigan's wolf population remains stable 


MINIMUM WOLF POPULATION IN THE UP IS ESTIMATED AT 631 WOLVES 


Wildlife biologists from 
the Michigan Department 
of Natural Resources today 
released their findings of 
the latest Michigan gray 
wolf survey. 

The survey, conducted in 
early 2022, shows the wolf 
population in the Upper 
Peninsula remains stable, 
as it has for more than a 
decade. 

“These results show a 
continued trend of statisti- 
cal stability, indicating that 
gray wolves may have 
reached their biological car- 
rying capacity within the 
Upper Peninsula,” said 
Cody Norton, the DNR’s 
wolf specialist. “Wolf pres- 
ence has only been con- 
firmed twice genetically in 
the Lower Peninsula in re- 
cent times; in 2004 and 
2014.” 

The survey, which is con- 
ducted every other winter, 
covers the U.P., including 
Drummond, Neebish and 
Sugar islands, with Isle 
Royale excluded. The 
wolves on Isle Royale are 
managed by the National 
Park Service. 

Completing analysis of 
the field data collected dur- 
ing the DNR’s 2022 wolf sur- 
vey was delayed during the 
past year as wildlife biolo- 
gists focused on updating 
the state’s Wolf Manage- 
ment Plan. 

The plan was updated 
using all pertinent social 
and biological scientific 
knowledge on wolves to 
date. 

The minimum wolf popu- 
lation estimate from the 
2022 survey is 631 wolves, 
plus or minus 49 wolves. A 
total of 136 packs was esti- 
mated with an average 
number of individuals per 
pack calculated at 4.5.

ulation estimate is not sta- 
tistically different from the 
last estimate in 2020,” Nor- 
ton said. “All of the esti- 
mates since 2011 have not 
differed statistically.” 

However, wolf density ap- 
pears to have shifted over 
time. 

“The density of wolves 
may have decreased in 
some areas of the west U.P. 
and increased in some parts 
of the east U.P.,” DNR 
wildlife biologist Brian 
Roell said. 

This may be linked to sig- 
nificant winter weather 
events during 2013-2015, 
which greatly reduced deer 
densities in mid- and high- 
snowfall zones of the re-

CHANGING LEGAL STATUS 


The legal status of wolves 
at both the federal and state 
level has changed several 
times, which impacts the 
ability of all agencies to 
manage wolves. Regardless 
of changes in legal status, 
wolves in Michigan have 
surpassed federal and state 
population recovery goals 
for 22 years. 

Gray wolves are cur- 
rently on the federal list of 
threatened and endangered 
species. Consequently, they 
cannot be killed legally un- 
less in defense of human 
life. 

Regardless of the federal 
listing status, the Michigan 
DNR will continue to have

TRENDING RESULTS 


The wolf population in 
the U.P. showed mostly 
steady growth from 1989 to 
2011. From 1994 to 2007, the 
population grew at an aver- 
age annual rate of 19%. 
From 2003 to 2007, the aver- 
age annual growth rate was 
12%. 

The growth rate was ex- 
pected to decline as the pop- 
ulation moved toward the 
maximum level the U.P. can 
sustain. 

Since 2011, the minimum 
estimate for the wolf popu- 
lation has remained stable 
ranging from 618 to 695. A 


minimum of estimate of 695 
wolves occurred in the U.P. 
during the winter of 2020. 


LOWER PENINSULA 


In October 2004, a wolf 
that had been captured and 
radio-collared in the east- 
ern U.P. was captured and 
killed by a coyote trapper in 
Presque Isle County of the 
northern Lower Peninsula. 
This event represented the 
first verification of a wild 
wolf in the L.P. in at least 69 
years. However, winter 
track surveys during 2005- 
2010 failed to indicate the 
presence of any wolves in 
the LP. 

In 2014, biologists from 


the Little Traverse Bay 
Bands of Odawa Indians 
captured what appeared to 
be a wolf on a trail camera 
and were able to collect a 
scat sample. DNA analysis 
of the scat confirmed that 
the animal was a wolf. Al- 
though it is possible that 
wolves occur in the LP, but 
as of January 2023, no 
wolves are known to exist 
there. 


NEW DASHBOARD 


The DNR has produced a 
new online dashboard, 
making incidence of wolf- 
dog conflicts more accessi- 
ble for viewers. The 
dashboard includes mapped 


management responsibility 
for wolves in the state. It is 
the regulatory authority 
over lethal take of wolves 
that varies with the chang- 
ing status of wolves. 

Implementing some por- 
tions of the Michigan Wolf 
Management Plan are cur- 
tailed given the federally 
endangered legal status of 
wolves.
